sweetheart and partner in crime. They paid the .penalty for 
the shooting of Corporal Brady Paul, highway policeman.

PALERMO, Sicily, Feb. 23.— A 


raging tempest struck towns and 
villages in western Sicily today, 
taking a toll of at least six lives. 


Torrential rains accompanied by 


winds of hurricane force caused

damage,

Palermo, Messina, Catania, Taor-

NEW LOAD LIMIT 
NOW EFFECTIVE 
COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 2 3 — A 
new load limit for vehicles travel­ 
ing Ohio’s public highways became 
effective at 1 a. in. today.
